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CLASSROOM  LIBRARIES 


HOW  TO  BUY  LIBRARY  BOOKS 

It  is  advisable  to  order  all  the  books  intended  for  classroom  collections  for 
one  school  at  one  time  and  through  one  book  dealer. 

Books  in  classroom  libraries  are  meant  primarily  for  home  reading.  They 
are  likely  to  receive  hard  usage  and  should  therefore  be  bought  in  re-enforced 
binding.  This  results  in  ultimate  saving  in  mending  and  rebinding  costs.  Re- 
enforced  or  resewed  books  far  outlast  those  in  ordinary  publishers'  binding 
and  are  thus  cheaper  in  the  end.  The  order  list  should  give  author,  title  and 
publisher.  It  is  not  necessary  to  state  the  price  as  this  is  subject  to  change.

A  thin  coat  of  clear  shellac  applied  with  a  broad  brush  will  preserve  the 
attractive  covers  of  books  and  provide  a  sanitary  book  covering.  When  soiled 
the  books  may  be  cleaned  with  a  damp  cloth.  Firms  specializing  in  re-enforced 
binding  furnish  these  books  shellacked  and  waxed  at  an  additional  cost  of  two 
or  three  cents  a  volume. 

RECORDS 

A  record  of  books  belonging  to  the  school  should  be  kept  in  an  accession 
book  which  may  be  secured  from  library  supply  firms. 

Ownership  imprint  should  be  neatly  stamped  on  the  title  page  and  on  the 
bottom  margin  of  a  designated  page  in  the  body  of  the  book. 

Records  of  books  issued  to  pupils  for  home  reading  must  be  kept  if  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  of  pupils  is  to  be  achieved.  Cards  spe- 
cially ruled  and  printed  for  this  purpose  may  be  secured  from  the  following 
library  supply  houses:

These  cards  are  four  by  six  inches  in  size  and  have  two  holes  at  the  bottom. 
A  loose-leaf  notebook  with  ruled  sheets  may  be  used  instead  of  cards. 

The  author  and  title  of  the  book  are  entered  at  the  top  of  the  card  or  the 
page  of  a  loose-leaf  notebook.  There  are  spaces  for  the  borrower's  name  and 
the  date  when  the  book  is  due.  One  card  or  sheet  is  made  for  each  book.  The 
grade  for  which  the  book  is  intended  is  marked  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner 
of  the  card.  Just  below  the  grade  the  accession  number  is  marked.  The 
accession  number  is  necessary  in  order  to  identify  each  individual  book  belong- 
ing to  the  school. 

All  the  cards  or  sheets  belonging  to  one  classroom  library  are  arranged 
alphabetically  by  author  and  are  fastened  with  cords  or  rings  within  covers, 
thus  serving  as  a  list  of  the  books  in  the  collection  as  well  as  the  simplest 
and  most  efficient  kind  of  charging  system. 
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A  typed  list  of  each  collection  giving  author,  title  and  accession  number  of 
each  book  in  the  collection  issued  to  the  various  teachers  should  be  filed  in 
the  principal's  office  to  be  used  as  a  check  list  at  the  close  of  the  semester. 

USE  OF  BOOKS  IN  CLASSROOM  LIBRARIES 

The  books  should  be  issued  to  the  pupils  for  home  reading  once  a  week, 
preferably  on  Fridays  and  returned  on  the  following  Friday.  Time  should  be 
allowed  for  class  discussion  of  the  books  read.  School  credit  for  home  read- 
ing is  a  great  stimulus  to  the  reading  of  those  books  which  pupils  should  read 
but  which  may  not  have  a  popular  appeal. 

The  purpose  of  the  classroom  libraries  is  to  provide  the  right  book  for  the 
right  child  at  the  right  time  and  so  develop  in  pupils  the  habit  of  turning  to 
books  for  their  information,  recreation  and  inspiration.

Books 

which  are  likely  to  receive  hard  usage,  such  as  fiction, 

should 

be  bought  in 

re-enforced  binding.   This  will  result  in  ultimate  saving  of 

rebinding  and  mend- 

ing  costs.  Re-enforced  or  resewed  books  far  outlast  those  in  ordinary  pub- 
lishers' binding  and  are  thus  cheaper  in  the  end.  The  order  list  should  give 
author,  title  and  publisher.  It  is  not  necessary  to  state  the  price  as  this  changes 
frequently.
